TO  BUY  OR  NOT  TO  BUY 
ON  TIME-PAYMENT  PLAN 


A  great  deal  of  electric  and  other  large  household 


equipment,  "because  of  its  cost,   is  sold  on  the  time-payment  plan.  This 
may  he  a  very  helpful  way  to  finance  such  purchases,   if  the  times  of  pay- 
ment and  times  at  which  the  family  receives  its  income  coincide.     The  time- 
payment  "buyer  should  understand  that  the  seller  is  entitled  to  and  includes 
an  interest  charge.     Many  rural  families,  however,  receive  most  of  their 
income  when  the  crops  or  livestock  are  sold.     Por  such  families  it  is 
possible,  often,   to  save  interest  charges  entirely  by  planning  to  buy 
for  cash  when  the  money  is  available.
